Tlie  project  previously 
has  Been  allotted  $70,000  to  Build  70  miles  of 
line  to  serve  240  memhers  in  the  aBove  men- 
tioned counties. 

$35,000  to  aco^uire  and  Build  aBout  40  miles 
of  line  in  Aitkin  County. 
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$63,000  to  Build  about  68  miles  of  line  to 
serve  245  memhers  in  Leake,  NeshoBa,  Newton, 
Attala  and  Rankin  Counties.
